| their tracks, and that they retained 
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their formation throughout, their 
officers apparently failing to grasp 
the elementary necessity of deploy- 
ing witout a moment’sdelay. About 
a thousand were shot down at this 
point by a couple of Jaranese com- 
panies, and if such incidents were 
re] in many parts of the field, 
it becomes easy to comprehend the 
reason for the enormous losses 
sustained by the Russians.” Incid- 
ents like this and the stories of the 
explosion of land mines at Port 
Arthur bring forcibly home to us the 
Lorrors of war. 

There has been an idea which 
seems to be shared by the Japanese 
Minister in London, that Marshal 
Oyama contemplates a winter cam- 
paign; but we believe that this is 
very doubtful. It is probable that, 
undeér existing cireums'ances, he has 
decided’ or will decide to winter 
where his armies now are. He 
hus accumulated a very large stock 
of stores at Liaoyang, and he will 
ho'd the line of the Sha river, his 
outposts being already distributed 
and strengthened where necessary on 
the southern bank of that river. 

When' we remember how confident 
the friénds of Rus-ia were that 
though Japan might worst the Rus- 
sixns on the sea, the tables would be 
entirely turned when they met cn 
the land; and that even the friends 
of Japan were anxious as to how her 
troops, which routed the Chinese so 
easily, would succeed against a so- 
called European army with all the 

restige which Russin hag acquired 
if her size and self-confidence with 
all those who have not studied her 
military’ history ; we cannot bit still 
feel. some wonder at the record of 
the campaign which has now come 
to a temporary close. Not a single 
reverse has Japan sustained, in all 
thé actions that have been fought, 
and her. troops, “the finest infantry 
in the world, “to use the expression 
of an expert critic, have been led by 
men whose knowledge of the art of 
war is unexcelled. ‘The great sacri- 
fices that the patriotism of the people 
of Japan has induced them to mike 
so cheerfilly, have nut been wasted 
by any incompetence or corruption 
atnong those who have handled the 
resourees the peop'e have provided. 
Ability, integrity, and bravery unsne- 

ssed have achieved the success that 
must always follow the possession and 
use of these virtues.

‘Tax four Atlantic liners sold by the 
two principal German steamship vom- 
panies to the Russian Government for 
suxiliary cruisers are the H.-A. L. SS. 
First Bismarck and Columbia, now the 
Don and Terek, respectively, and the 
N.-D. L. 88. Kaiserin Maria Theresa and 
‘Auguste Victoria, now the Ural and 
Kub respectively. The German 
“National Zeitung” having argued that 
these steamers were not at the time 
classed as auxiliary cruisers of the 
Imperial German navy, a writer in the 
“Times” shows that they were go classed, 
that is, as voraussichtliche Hilfskreuzer, 
in both Brassoy’s “Naval Annual” for 
1904, and the ‘ Taschenbuch der Krieges- 
flotten” for 1904, which is edited by an 
officer of the German navy, » description 
of their presumable armaments being 
given, This book was published before 
thero was any reason to oxpect that the 
status of these German liners would give 
riso to any controversy, As we have said 
before, it is the practice of the

ships when they could get them, 

Mr. Balfour appoars to have reminded 
the British shipping deputation that a 
British steamer had been sold to the 
Russians for war service.

‘To sum up, there has beon satisfactory 
progress during the year 1903.

Roads have 
eon inn ‘The natives have proved 
themselves orderly and well behaved, the 
amount of crime in proportion to the 
population having been very small. The 
Fevenue, which was double that collected 
ast year, and three times as large as that 
collected in 1901, is now sufficient to cover 
the cost of the administrative staff. The 
grant-in-aid from Imperial funds has in 
three years been reduced from £12,000 
to £6,000. Trade, thongh still in its 
infancy, has ine: there is every 
sign that the possibilities of this depen- 
dency as a contre of trade sre being 
gradually recognised, and that capital 
Gill be attracted to its shores.

PORT ARTHUR. 


2nd November. 
Tue two telegrams which we 
received from our Tokio correspond- 
ent last night show what good 
the Japanese have made in 
the last few days in the reduction of 
this great fortress. The trenches 
which they succeeded in occupying 
on Wednesday last, on Erlungshan, 
Antseshan, and Yitseshaa are within 
the inner circle of defences, while 
Sungshushan, a most important point, 
is just above the new town and cum- 
mands the bridge connecting the 
old and new towns, and the whole 
harbour, The fact that the losses 
sustained by the Japanese on the 
occupation of these positions have 
been merely nominal seems to indi- 
cate that the fighting power of the 
Russians has fallen very low, as is 
likely to be the caso with a garrison 
in such straits for ammunition, 
food, and water as the Russians are 
now stated to be, That every effort 
is being made to enforce the sur- 
render of the defenders by to-morrow, 
the birthday of the Emperor of Japan, 
is generally understood. General 
Stssel is “making such a gallant 
defence that it is by no means certain 
that this hope will be fulfilled; but 
if the fall of the fortress does not 
take place by to-morrow, it cannot 
now be long delayed. ‘lroops that 
will swarm up the vertical wall of a 
fort by the use of the holes made by 
their shell fire, and that will crawl 
up at night, covered with branches 
aud leaves, to destroy wire entangle- 
ments, and will gnaw through mine 
wires with their teeth, cannot long 
be denied. 





THE NORTH SEA

“THE English and French Press,” 
says the German telegiam that we 
publish this morning, “eulogise 
the Czar on account of his acceptance 
of a settlement by arbitration.” 'The 
French Press possibly my do so, 
and if the French pipers are dis. 
posed to make the best of it fr their 
ally, we have no quarrel with them 
for doing so; but that the Eazlish 
Press is joining them in this is a 
little too much to ask us to believe. 
The fact is that ifthe Czar has 
got Mr. Balfour to consent to 
arbitration, of which we have no 


‘without any more negotiation. 


lucky. An outrage of the kind 
perpetrated by Admiral Rozhdiest- 
vensky is not properly a subject 
for arbitration at all; it is properly 
a subject for imperative demands on 
the part of the injured nation, Great 
Britain. If there is to be arbitration 
we are quite sure that the British 
public generally will accept it with 
very grave doubt and suspicion. 
What we wanted was an apology, 
full reparation, and compensation, 
the punishment of the offenders, and 
a guarantee against a recurrence of 
the outrage; and there will be any- 
thing but contented acquiescence in 
England if this minimum is whittled 
down in an international Court. 
Russia is absolutely helpless; the 
collection of heterogeneous speci- 
mens of naval architecture which 
has been puffed for months as 
the Baltic squadron which is to 
regain for Russia the mastery of the 
Pacific, is absolutely at the mercy 
of our fleets; and it is ludicrous to 
find anyone eulogising the Czar for 
preferring atbtration to fight 
when he has nothing to fight with. 
We do not believe that Mr. Balfour 
has been weak enough to con -nt to 
any arbitration. What onr own 
advices tell us is that the Board of 
Trade is holding the usual enquiry 
at Hull; the Russians are holding 
an enquiry of their own at Vigo; 
and there is to be a commission of 
enquiry on which both Great Britain 
and Russia will be represented, which 
we are now told will probably meet 
at Cherbourg. Russia, however, has 
taken all the virtue out of this 
enquiry, if the Berlin telegram states 
correctly that Russia will under 
no circumstances allow Admirai 
Roshdiestvensky to be condemned. 
If this Admiral gave the order to 
fire on the trawlers he must be 
punished by the terms of our 
demand; if Russia prefaces the en- 
quiry by stating that under auy 
circumstances this particular officer 
is not to be punished, the whole 
enquiry becomes a farce, and our 
Government should withdraw frown 
it altogether, and enforce reparation

History in Japan tells us that 
the first Emperor was the celebrated 
Jimmu Tenne, 660 B.C. and that 
the dynasty he founded has reigned 
uninterruptedly for 2,564 years, which 
offers a striking contrast to the his- 
tory of China, and is one of the 
points which differentiate Japan from 
most if not all other Oriental na- 
tions. The present Emperor, H. M. 
Matsuhito, was born in Kioto, the 
old capital of Japan, on the 8rd of 
November, 1852, and he is the first 
Emperor in many centuries to be 
the real »nd not merely the nominal 
ruler of his people, successive families 
of Shoguns huving usurped the real 
power in the twelfth century und 
held it until 1868. The present 
Emperor ascended the throne on the 
death of his father in February 1867, 
and in the following year he over. 
threw the power of the Shogun after 
a short war, Another point which 
differentiates Japan from other 
Oriental nations is that the Shogun 
overthrowa thirty-six years ago is 
still living in honourable retirement, 

When the restoration was effected, 
the Emperor, to whom his people 
willingly conceded the rights of an 
absolute sovereign, promised them a 
constitution, and the promise was 
faithfully carried out in 1889, The 
Emperor has proved himself an ad. 
mirable constitu‘ ional sovereign, and 
there is no ruler alive whose thron+ 
is more stable, or who is more 
universally reverenced by his peo- 
le. Shinto, the o'd religion of 
japan, consists largely of devotion 
to the sovereign as semi-divine, and 
this feeling siill borns in every 
Japanese heart, whatever creed he 
may profese. There may be differences 
and dissensions in the parliament, 
and among the parties into which 
the people is necessarily divided, but 
they are a unit in devotion to their 
Imperial family. In this unity lies 
touch of the strength that they have 
shown in tho present war. They 
would be devoted to their Emperor 
as such whatever his character, what- 
ever faults and failings he ‘might 
display asa man. ‘Their devotion is

‘The Cotton Crop. 

‘On the Han the cotton crop is a good 
one. The demand by Japanese merchants 
for cotton during the. last years 

‘encouraged the local farmers to sow 
cotton largely. This year the harvest is 
abundant. For some time past the Japan- 
eso buyers have been to various centres 
and purchased in large quantities. In 
former years mnch of the cotton crop 











on a freshet-belated passonger launch, 
I met one of the Japanese buyers going 
to the Fairy Reach Town. His firm 
has several such buyers, who are 
alert, and directly cotton is expected 
on the local markets, they visit them 
early and purchase all raw colton 
possible. Up to all John Chinaman’s 
tricks, they visit before Jobn has had 
time to moisten the raw material with 
water of any kind in any way. In this 
way discolouration, as well as increased 
weight, are prevented. Once purchased, 
it is packed in large bales and shipped by 
native craft to Hankow. Hore it is 
iginned by Japanose machines worked by 
Chinese Inbourers. Thon packed in bales, 
bound with iron bands, and shipped to 
Japan. There itis prepared for the Chinese 
market and sent back ss foreign yarn. 
Later it is possible, the whole process 
may be accomplished in Hankow. Tho 
Jepancte firm seem to pay their buyers 
well. The buyers’ only complaint seoms 
to be the difficulty of getting Hankow 
native merchants to work at reasonable 
hours. ‘The early morning and forenoon 
ix wasted. Those concerned do not 
begin trading ntl Ito in the day. I 
have heard that bankers and others have 
more or less the samo difficulty. The 
Japanese merchant is trying to bring 
‘about a more satisfactory state of things. 
Will he succeed where othors have either 
failed or coased to strive ?

The S. S. Kashing. 
Yesterday I wired yon the news of the 
damage sustained by this stoamer through 
contact with adrifting mine near the Shan- 
tung Promontory. A visit to the ship and 
a sight of the hole in her port bow afford 
convincing proof of the peril she ran of 
complete destruction. The force of tho 
explosion was directed upward, and com- 
pletely wrecked the compartment in the 
forecastle occupied by the crew. Tho 
deaths of both the Chinamen must havo 
been instantaneous. One body only— 
fearfully mangled—was found, and it is 
surmised that the other fell into the sea 
through the hole caused by the explosion 
One man has his thigh badly broken and 
the hospital here in Dr. Hickin's 
care. The injuries of the other occupants 
of the forecastle at the timo of the 
accident are comparatively tri 

Tt was very fortunate that tho ship was ° 
so lightly Iaden and that the collision 
bulkhead near the bow was practically 
intact. It is highly probable that tho 
mine had lost some of its explosive 
as, in the opinion of some here, 
the ship encountering a large and new 
mine would be much shattered and sink 
almost instantly. 

‘Tho order recently issued by ono or two 
Companies, directing captains of coast- 
ing steamers to navigate theso waters in 

















daylight only, has, it seems, been 
rescinded. A little consideration would 
show that th more neces- 





sary now than in the summer months. 
In summer prevalent winds are southerly 
and dcifting mines would be blown away 
from this coast. But in autumn and 
wintor we have froquent gales, and tho 
tendency would be for these terrible 
engines of destruction to drift towards 
the Promontory. 
Tt is to be hoped that captains of 
stoamors will again be forbidden to travel 
after dark in the Gulf of Pechili for the 
present.

The Budget. 
The Budget for the noxt fiscal year 


e 
(1905-6) was decided on in the Cabinet 


Council to-day. The total of the general 
estimates and war expenses is roughly 
put at a thousand million yen. ‘Tho 
Budgot was curtailed by 70,000,000 yon 
before it was finally adopted’ by tho 
Cabinet. Increased and new taxes will 
be imposed to the extent of a hundred 
million yen. The bulk of the war ex- 
penses will bo drawn from public 
bonds, prospects of which are. pro- 
mised to be oxcellent in considera- 
tion of previous experiences. With 
regard to the proposed increase of taxa- 
tion, that of the three taxes, namely, 
land, business and income, an increase 
of which has already been decided, the 
first will be raised to 5 per cent against 
3.3 per cout now in force. The tax on 
silk, which was submitted to the last 
session of the Dict but was not approved, 
will this time take the form of a tax on 
both silk and cotton fabrics. The scope 
of the tax on patent medicines will also 
be enlarged, and will apply to “Soma- 
tose” and other tonics, hitherto not 
coming under the above category. 
Gonoetuing salt, two plans gees 
gested, namely, a consumption tax and 
monopoly, but, according to our con- 
temporary, no decision seems to have as 
yet been arrived at. An inheritance 
tax will also be created. 



































General Nishi. 
General Baron Nishi, late Commander 
of the Second (Sendai) Division, who has 
been recently appointed Commander of 
the Japanese garrison in Liaotung, re- 
turned to Tokio on Saturday forenoon and 
was accorded an enthusiastic welcome. 
Hoe drove immediately to the Imperial 
Headquarters and was subsequently 
received by their Majesties the Emperor 
and Empress. Major-General Hara- 
chi, who has been replaced by General 
fasegawa as the Commander of the 
‘Japanese garrison in Corea and transfer- 
red to the Imperial Headquarters, also 
returned to Tokio by the same train with 
General Nishi and was received in 
audience by the Emperor and Empress. 
General Nishi is understood to have 
returned to tho to confer with 
the central authorities in respect to the 
military administration in the ocoupiod 
territory in Manchuria, Interviewed by 
journalist, he said, intor alia, that tho 
Japanese offorts at the Japan-China war 
ten years ago for drainage and road 
improvement aro still traceable in Feng- 
huangcheng, Antunghsien, and Kinchou. 


The Military Conference. 

A conference of the Commanders of 
the Dep6t Divisions will be convened in 
Tokio on the 24th inst. 

At noon on tho 26th inst. His Majesty 
the Emperor will give a banquot at the 
Palace in honour of the Commanders, to 
which will also be invited Marshal Mar- 
quis Yamagata, Chief of the General 
Staff Office, Lieut.-General Torauchi, 
Minister of War, Genoral Baron Nishi, 
and other high oficors. 

It is reported that the War Office 
intends to employ a number of small 
automobiles for transportation purposes 
in Manchuria, and will shortly carry out 
experiments here in this connection. 


An Act of Humanity.

Melbourne, 17th September. 
Massacre of Missionaries. 

‘News has arrived at Sydney by the 
Gorman steamer Prince Sigismund of a 
horrible massacre of missionaries in the 
island of New Britain. The scene of 
the outrage was the Catholic mission of St. 
Paul in the Beining mountains. The mis- 
sion was the home of five priests and six 
‘nuns, and has been established for some 

On the date of the massacre, Satur- 

fay, 16th August, the inmates arose at 5 
a.m.,and after mass proceeded to their 
daily avocations. Two of the nuns.accom- 
panied by a lady visitor left for the 
neighbouring mission station at Vuna- 
manta for provisions. About 6 am. 
the natives from the surrounding 
country assembled about the mission 
premises, but although they were armed 
with clubs and axes, the mission inmates 
apparently took no notice. The natives 
were led by a man who had for years 
been about the mission, and who had 
beon rescued by the missionaries in bis 
boyhood from slavery. This man 
commenced the attack by walking alc 
the verandah eo the oo of Father 
Bascher, who through  indisposition 
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was confined to his room. 
Tomaria by name, fired point blank 

at the father from the window, snd» 
the bullet lodged in his chest. A Sister 
who was working in a room beneath, 
came to his assistance, but a second shot 
wounded him mortally. The sister re- 
tired to another room and barricaded the 
door. In the meantime the natives scour- 
‘ed the promises, and cutting each one off 
singly, Bia them to death with horrible 
brutality. Finally the door of the room 
where the sister had taken refuge was 
burst in, and she was clubbed to death. 
Tn all eleven victims met their deaths at 
the hands of the natives. A mission boy 
who attempted to save one of the fathers 
managed to escape, and brought the news 
tothe Vunamanta station. A message was 
sent on to headquarters at Herbertshoe, 
where a p:mitive expedition was at once 
organit ‘The native Commission ith 
other officials, and a body of police Ié

both church and station had been looted.

A Strange Tale of the Sea. 

On 1st June the barque Dumfriesshire 
left Dunedin for New Osledonia in ballast, 
to load # cargo of nickel ore for a con- 
tinental port.

‘on the New Caledonian coast. Apparent- 
ly tho skipper and crew did not have 
time to await developments for they 
promptly abandoned her and took to the 
boats, with the object of reaching the 
nearest port. Some few dayslater, a sottlor 
in the vicinity noticed a barque with all 
sail set lying hove to off his plantation. 
Taking a boat's crow with him, he rowed 
off to the vessel, which proved to be the 
Dumfriesshire drifting ‘sbout with ne one 
‘on board. The worthy settler took posses- 
sion of the vessel and dropped her an- 
‘chors, madethe sails fast, and reported his 
discovery to the French authorities at 
Noumes. A warship towed the vessel to - 
the latter port, where a crow was put on 
board, and eventually the vessel sailed 
for Sydney, where she now lies in dock 
undergoing repairs. 

Pedigree Stock for Japan.

Russia and Germany. 

In the lull which has succeeded the 
Battle of Liaoyang, the “Times” has 
created a little sonsation in connection 
with the Far Eastern conflict by the 
publication of some “revelations” on 
the subject of an understanding or secrot 
agreement between Russia and Germany, 
in accordance with which Germany is 
straining her neutrality to the utmost 
for the benefit of Russia. ‘To this a 
categorical denial has beon givon by the 
“Daily Graphic,” which states that 
“there is no truth whatever in the 
statements with rogard to an alleged 
secret treaty or agreement between Ge 
many and Russia.” Apparently the “Daily 
Graphic” is beneath the notice of the 
“Jeading journal,” but when this denial 
was quoted at length with approval and 
expressions of confirmation hy tho leadin, 
German papers, the ~ Times” defend 
its position with vehement seorn for 
those who had dared to contradict it. 
I happen, however, to know  some- 
thing of the source from which the ‘ re- 
velations” came, for they were offered 
to at least one other London journal 
before they reached tho “Times ;” and 
though the authority for the statements 
‘one which the “Times” cannot be 
seriously blamed for accepting, a little 
farther investigation would have shown 
that a mare’s nest has beon discovered, 
Of course German 
‘on good torms with Russia, whom 
naturally does not wish to throw 
ly into the arms of France ; but sl 
deon most careful not to transgress the 
laws of neutrality in any way, and this 
fact is recognised at our own’ Foreign 
Office. 


The “Times” and Mr. Marks, 

‘The Ruseo-German revelations of the 
“Times” little bit flat ; but yestor- 
aay that journal succeeded in attracting 
the attention of the whole commanity 
‘and at the saine time goxding the local 
loaders of the Unionist party in Thanet 
to fary. Ihave before referred to tho 
correspondence which Lord Hugh Cecil 
started in the “Times” on the question 
whether Mr. Marks was a suitable can- 
Gidate for the Unionist, Party to put 
forward for the soat lately held by 
“Jimmy” Lowther, For many days the 
“Times” went on publishing letters on 
both sides without comment ; but yester- 
day it pronounced its judgment. It 
ointed out that in the libel case of 
Marks v. Butterfield in 1890 conduct of 
‘q particularly base and despicable kind” 
had been imputed to Mr. Marks,—that 
of havingrobbed, ill-nsed, and deserted & 
woman with whom he had lived—and that 
the jury, although with the dissent of tho 
‘ge, found thnt the libel was true, 
They pointed out again that in the 
more recent case of Head v. Glenesk 
the judge had commented with extreme 
severity on Mr. Marks’s transaction with 
Hooley as disclosed in the evidence. 
‘And ig concluded: “If he (Mr. Marks) 
can explain away these incidents he 
should tender his explanations in such 9 
form that they can be publicly tested and 
publicly judged. So long as he refraine 
from taking this course it is not only the 
right but the duty of Unionists to refuse 
































































him their support,” 
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‘all who regard honesty of public life 
asof more importance than party triumphs, 
this article has given unbounded satis- 
faction, Unfortunately, however, before 
the articles appeared the various Union- 
ist Associations in Thanet had una: 
mously resolved to support Mr. Marks, 
and it is difficult now for them to throw 
him over. Moreover, he has made him- 
self personally popular there, He is 
hospitable, and generous with his money ; 
and perhaps it is only natural when he 
assures his neighbours that the charges 
against him are not true they should 
be eager to accept his word. With 
characteristic audacity he has carried 
tho war into the attackers camp. He 
declares that the “Times” attack is 
due to motives of ‘personal revenge” 
by Mr. Walter, the chief proprietor, 
because the “Financial News,” Mr. 
Marks’ paper, had soverely criticised 
the action of the “Times” in connection 
with the sale of the Encyclopedia Bri- 
tannien “and had condemned in terms 
its dishonest character.” Mr. Marks 
is determined not to withdraw, though 
many people think that the result will 
bo the return of a Liberal for a Kent 
County constituency for the first time 
in nearly forty years. 


The Autumn Campaign. 

The Earl of Rosobery has once more 
shown his tactical skill by getting in 
what is really the first great speech of 
the Autumn political campaign. That 
campaign will be in full swing in another 
week or ten days; and it promises to be 
the most voluble ‘we have had for many 
yoars, especially on the Liberal 
Mr. ‘Asquith, Sir Henry Fowler, Si 
Edward Grey and Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman have all long lists of monster 
meetings, arranged ; and when the minor 
speakers aro udded there will hardly be a 
day without its flood of eloquence. The 
only positive fixture which Mr. Cham- 
berlin has is at Luton, and it is under- 
stood that when that has been delivered 
he will goaway for a holiday. It is 
clear that he will once nae poate 
carry on the campaign single-handed ; 
indesd the Unionist edars” 
shy than ever of supporting 
Brodrick, spoaking the other day at a 
Primrose League meeting, insisted per- 
haps more strongly than’ any Minister 
had done before that the official Bal- 
fourian policy of retaliation without 
food-taxes is the policy which alone 
should be urged ou the country. Lord 
Rosebery mado a stirring speech which 
was quite orthodox in its Liberalism, his 
only eccentricity being a reiteration of 
his panacea for the settlement of the 
whole question of Army Reform—the re- 
call of Lord Kitchener from England to 
take charge of the War Department. 


Wales and the Education Act. 

The difficulty with which the Govern- 
ment is faced in the administration of 
the Education Act has become serious. 
The “Passive Resistance” movement 
might bo ignored. It is easy to laugh at 
the “ martyrdom” of a few thousand Non- 
conformists who submit to having some 
of their goods sold to meet the education 
rate, or even of a few score who spend 
a week or two in prison; but now Mr. 
Lloyd George is uniting all the local 
authorities of Wales in an organised 
resistance to the law which enacts that 
they shall pay over rates to Church 
schools; and a plan of campaign has 
been drawn up which will, the loaders 
believe, enable them to set at defiance 
the little “ Welsh Coercion Bill” which 



























was run through Parliament in the 
last days of the Session. It will mean 
the dislocation of the whole eduea- 
tional machinery in Wales. It is pro- 
posed that the County Councils shall set 
up new schools in connection with all the 
dissenting chapels, and draw to them all 
the dissenters’ children now attending 
Church schools. But as these new schools 
would certainly be refused a grant from 
the Exchequer, it is not clear where the 
money is to come from. Since the Liberals 
are so certain of a victory at the coming 
General Election it would surely be more 
sensible to obey the law till then, and, 
then alter it. 
Another English Alpine Accident. 
Anothor sad accident has just occurred 
in the Snowdon rango, Mr. F. H. Hudson, 
the brilliant young mathematician who 
was senior wrangler six years ago having 
fallen over a precipice, while botanising 
‘at a dangerous spot known as the “Devil's 
Kitchen.” There is, however, no moral to 
be drawn from this latest of the many 
climbing accidents of this season, for 
Mr. Hudson does not seem to have been 
indulging in one more foolhardy attempt 
to outdo someone else's daring. He was 
lecturer on mathematics at Liverpool 
University, and had some important 
works on higher mathematics in the 
Press. Mountaineering has claimed a 
terrible number of victims among men of 
science.

The Canton-Hankow Railway. 

The “Eastern Times” learns from 
Peking that an Auserican nsmod Bash is 
‘at present in the capital trying to get 
the Chinese Government’s consent to 
allow him and the syndicate he represents 
to take over the construction of the 
Yitel-Han, or Canton-Hankow Railway 
from the American China Development 
Company. ‘The privilege of constructing 
this line will thus still remain in the 
hands of Americans—as originally intend- 
edby the Chinese,—and he will very likely 
obtain the Government's consent, in view 
of the agitation now going on in Canton, 
where there is strong opposition amongst 
the gentry and wealthy merchants in the 
South against giving the construction of 
the line to the hands of Belgians.

Death of Viceroy Li. 

It is with much regret that we have to 
chronicle the sudden death at the 
age of seventy-cight in his yamén at 
Nanking yesterday morning of his Ex- 
cellency Li Hsing-jui, Viceroy of the 
Liangkiang provinces and Imperial High 
Commissioner of the Nanyang Adminis- 
tration, i.e., Superintendent of Trade and 
Naval ‘and Military Defences of the 
Southern and Riverine and Maritime 
provinces. Excellency was a 
native of Hunan province, and in June 
1887 was appointed Minister to tho 
Court at Tokio. He did not remain there 
long, as he went into mourning for his 
father’s death in September of the samo 
year. In April 1895 he was appointed 
Taotai of Tientsin and in the summer of 
the same year was transferred to tho 
Chefoo Taotaisbip. The next year ho 
was promoted Salt Commissioner of the 
Ch'ang-Lu Circuit of Chibli province, 
and in March 1897 made Provincial Judge 
of Fukien; he was promoted Provincial 
Treasurer of the same province in 1899, 
and again promoted in 1901 Governor of 
Kuangtung province. Last year he was 
promoted Viceroy of the Min-Ché (Fu- 











kien and. Chékiang) provino where it 
seemed that he did not got along amica- 
bly with his colleague Ch‘ung Shan, the 


Tartar General of Foochow, with the 
result that he was transferred as lately 
as last month to the Liangkis 
Viceroyalty, exchanging places wit 
his fellow-provincial, Wei Kuang-t‘ao. 
Although @ man of such an advanced 
‘age and physically weak, his late Ex- 
collency rotained all ‘his faculties 
(except that he was slightly deaf) 
and was up to the day of his 
death remarkably energetic and alive 
to the responsibilities of his high offices. 
Boing displeased at tho slipshod methods 
of his predecessors, the late Viceroy gave 
orders for the inauguration of a number 
of drastic reforms for the better govern- 
ment of the provinces under him, while 
the laggard manner which destinguished 
the old régime in the transaction of intor- 
national affairs was to be exchanged for 
promptitude and intelligont management 
by the institution of a Chief Bureau of 
Foreign Affairs at Narking, under the 
direction of a very able and clover 
oficial, H. E. Yang Wen-ting. By his 
death China loses’ a good officer 
which as Chineso patriots say “is just 
China’s bad luck, as usual.” 


The Acting Viceroy Ad Interim. 

We believe that, during the interregnum 
between the appointment and coming of 
new Viceroy of the Liangkiang, His Excel- 
lency Huang Chien-kuan, Provincial 
Treasurer at Nanking hold_the 
Viceregal seals, until the arrival of H. E. 
Hu Ting-kau, tho Treasurer-designate, 
when the former official will proceed to 
his new post at Chinan, Shantung. It 
is not likely that Governor Tuan Fang 
will be able just at present to leave his 
own post for Nanking.

ment. As it is an understood thing in 
Peking that the post of Viceroy of these 
provinces must be held by a native of 
Hunan province, in otder to keep down 
Kolao Hui and kindred anti-Manchu 
secret societies, there is now much 
discussion in mandarin circles as to who 
will be appointed by the Throne to 

eed the late Viceroy Li Heing-jui. 
Itis probably out of the question that 
Viceroy Wei Kuang-t‘a0, now in Foo- 
chow, will return to Nanking" owing to 
the large ‘number of hostile and powerful 
critios he has in Peking. The only 
official of adequate rank, and possessing 
the requisite qualification of being a 
‘Hunanese, to take over the Liangkiang 
Viceroyalty that occurs at present to 
the writer's mind, is H. E. Chi 
Pei-hsi, now President of the Board 
of Civil Appointments and Chinese 
Chancellor of the Peking University. 

















A. Viceroy is ex-officio President of one 
of the Six Boards of Peking (War), hence 
any president of one of those Boards can 
be tranferred from the capital to the 
provinces to take up the duties of a 
‘Viceroy, while a Governor of a province 
being ex officio a Vice-President of the 
Board of War, any Vice-President of one 
of the six can be qualified to 
undertake gubernatorial duties in the 
‘ovinees.

As will be observed from a perusal of 
the Imperial Edicts translated above, 
H.E. Chou Fu, Governor of Shantung, 
has been appointed to the Viceroyalty of 
the Liangkiang provinces, while H. ©. 
Tuan Fang, Governor of this province 
Soochow, is to be Acting Viceroy pend- 
ing the arrival of H. E. Chou Fu at 
Nanking. To any one understanding the 
intricate machinery and hard and fast 
rules of Mandarindom it would at once 
appear that the appointment of H. E. 
Chou Fu must have been mado at a 
moment when the minds of every one in 
the Grand Council that met on Monday 
morning to consider the appointment of 
8 successor to the late Li Hsing-jui, were 
in a confased state, at the unexpected 
nature of the news-and the necessity of 
promptly dealing with the matter. 
To explain. H. E. Chou Fu is, as 
alresdy stated in a Note appended to 
the Imperial decree above, a native of 
Anbui province, one of the three pro- 
vinces of the Liangkiang Viceroyalty, the 
other two being Kiangen and Kiangsi, 
Now there is one hard and fast rogul- 
ation established for obvious reasons by 
the reigning Dynasty which, like the 
laws of the Modes and Persians, changeth 
not. It is the law that no native-born 

















|, | Chinese can hold substantive civil office in, 


or govern his own province. As. Anhui 
province belongs to the Liangkiang, it 
follows that should H. E. Chou Fu 
actually become Viceroy at Nanking, 
he will be governing his own native 
province, and this Manchu law forbids. 
To take an instance, the late marquis Li 
Hung-chang was also a native of Anhui 
province. When as Governor of Kiang- 
su he cleared that province of the 
Taiping rebels in the early sixties 
he was on the highway to fame; 
but even he with his i

tho very reason that he was a native 
of Anhui, backed up though he was 
by the lato Marquis ‘Tsing Kuo-fan, his

Fur- 
thermore, H. E. Chou Fu is not only a 
native of Anhui, but he also possesses 
large landed properties in this province 
of Kiangsu—another province of the 
Liangkisng Viceroyalty—in the district 
of Ch‘angshu, Soochow prefecture, 
where his grandsons have, so to speak, 
naturalised themselves as natives of 
that district and competed — there- 
in at the literary examinations for 
the licentiste, or Hsiute’ai degree. 
‘This, if known in Peking, will be another 
stumbling-block for H.E. Chou Fu’s 
taking over the Liangkiang Viceroyalty. 
We are making no hostile criticism, be 
it understood, of His Excellency, but tak- 
ing into consideration the conditions sur- 
rounding his personality, we do not think, 
despite the Imperial decree published 
this morning, that H. E. Chou Fu will be 
able to reach Nanking without his ap- 
pointment being soon criticised in the 
same manner by the Censors of Peking. 
Fiually, since H. E Tuan Fang, the 
lightoned Governor of this province, is to 
be Acting Viceroy ad interim, there being 
no family or other hindrance against his 
person, why should not the act 
pointment be made a substantive one, 
and then see what the secret societies 
will do in the matter? For our part, we 
do not think they will be able to do any- 
thing.

The following extract from a letter 
from a foreigner residing near the soat of

“It is curious how different the reality 
is from the picture one conjures up when 
ata distance. In our part of the world, 
peacefulness and calm lie thickly around 
our borders. No war and no strain. Why, 
even when last week I had a short run to 
Tiehling on business of the Red Cross 
Refuge, no one prodded me with a 
bayonet, or even stopped me when mean- 
dering about the railway station, gazing 
at the unhurried throng of unanxious 
soldiers, the lino of loaded waggons that 
moved not, the hospital tents, the long 
skylighted Red Cross Hospital, the piles 
of clothing and what not, the crowded 
‘camp with its cold canvas near the foot of 
the hills, from which soldiers with picks 
and spades were coming down as the sun 
was setting and the camp fires were being 
lighted, some men in the camp running 
after each other like boys,—no sign of « 
ruined cause, unless the solemn visage of 
‘an occasional officer might be imagined 
to be such.”

THE LATENT OR INVISIBLE IMAGE, 

Now wo my fut aquestion to ourselves, 
What is the nature of the image which 
exists on the surface of a sensitive film of 
8 gelatine-bromide emulsion after exposure 
in the camera ? 

The difficulties of investigating this sub- 
ject are evidentiy great, owing to the ex- 
tremely minute amount of silver bromide 
which undergoes photo-decomposition on 
the surface of what is in itself nothing 
more than a film, 

The chloride, “the bro and the 
of silver if ex to light for a 
sufiicient lenzth of time become darkened, 
but the bromide of silver of the glass plat, 
normally exposed to light in order to have 
the image of an object, is not apparently 
changed, but the picture becomes visible 
when submitted to a subsequent opera- 
tions of development. Moreover, we may 
give an exposure in the dark camera 
to a plate a few hundred times more than 
is necessary without seeing any visible 
change on ihe #irface of the plate. 
‘Then is it » physical action or a chemical 
one? I regret to say that is not possible 
to answer in the present stage of our 
knowledge. ‘The probl-m has attracted 
attention of wany vtudious ant scientific 
men since the discovery of the daguer- 
reotype, but it in not yet solved, although 
now there ix x grost deal of very deep 
study on the question. Perhaps we are 
near its solution. It seems probable that 
the change on tho sensitive film which 
constitutes the latent or invisible imaye 
is unt due to the production of a reduction

DEVELOPMENT. 

ow proposs to pass briefly in review 
the a-tion of development. Generally all 
the substauces which have an energetic 
tendency to combine with oxygen 
are capable «f developing the latent 
image. We have only few inorganic deve- 
lopers, but we have a great quantity of 
orzanic substances apt t be used as deve- 
lopers. *Of the inorganic developers the 
ferrous oxalate is the only imporiant one. 
Ferrous oxalate is a yellowish salt al 
insoluble in water but readily soluble 
14 solution of potassium oxalate. ‘This 
liquid is ono of the strongest reducers, which 
only surpassed by some organic sub:tan- 
ces. In the developing action the ferrous 
oxala’e is converted into ferric oxalate and 
at the same time silver is separated. But 
we cannot om‘t to mention a substance 
that is generally used xs restrainer, that is 
the potassium bromide, which is used 
either with this developer or with organic 
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developers. We know the effect of the 
addition of the potassium bromide, an] we 
have a quantity of ouher restrainers, but 
we know litle about their action. It is 
generally admitt: d about potassium bromide 
t!at this compound forms with the silver 
brom'de a double browide of silver and 
sium which better resists the de- 
composing action of the developer.

THE PROVINCIAL 
COLLEGE AT KUEILIN, 
KUANGSI. 


(eROM OUK KUEUMLAN CORRESPONDENT.) 
for some time th 
a Provincial College in exis’ 
city, to be exact since 189%, it hav hitherto 
ocotipied buildings of a more or loxs cramp- 
ed natura, and the xctual classrooms and 
ecture halls were insignificant in size and 
fittings, but this has now been changed, 
under the energetic and progressive lead of 
the new governor of the College, Sing 
Taotai, n native of the Fukien jProviace. 
About’ four or five months have been 
ocenpied in the alterations. Mr. Li, the 
teacher of English, als» a native of Fu- 
Kien, as acted as architect, and certainly 
the results do him credit. Throughout 
the work bas been personally superintended 
by Séng who has modelled the 
Colleze upon the lines of the Japanese 
ins itutious, which he personally inspect- 
ed during a three or four mouths’ residenga 
iu that country. 

‘The work was completed about the 18th 
of An,ust and opened by Viceroy ‘Tsén oa 

































the 2ist. The tollowing day, T with my 
colleague, tve only two representatives of 
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the missionary staff in the city for the 
moment, were invited by the governor of 
the College to pay a visit of inspection. 
Wo were much struck by the really fine 
new entrance to the buildings; these I 
might say are built on the bank of a branch 
of the Cassia River, and thus lend them- 
selves mororeadily to the builder’s art. A 
row of trees has been planted slong the 
front, and » good stone parapet running 
along the river bank puts a finishing touch 
to a good promenade. The entrance is 
wholly foreign in nature, the gate itself is 
about eight fect high and is a fair copy of 
a foreign open-work gato, and is flanked by 
iron palisading. A broad cement path 
with flowers and shrubs on either side leads 
upto the door under the clock tower, which 
is the entrance proper to the school’ build- 





ings. 
‘On thoright and left are nice rooms with 
glass windows. One room is for the 
saleof books for the students, another is for 
treasurer. Opposite the 
cor in, fine tailing, builtin 
foreign style, and having glass windows 
and doors, This is the reception room, and 
here we wore received by the genial 
“head,” who seized our umbrellas as we 
entered and promptly deposited them in 
a stand just inside the door, and then con- 
ducted us to delightful easy chairs, in the 
middle of a really handsome’ room, 
one which would compare favourably with 
many modern drawing rooms. This we 
wore informed had been expressly fitted up 
for visitors. ‘The furniture was good, the 
floor was covered with a carpet of Bnglish 
nufacture, which must have cust at the 
lowest estimate quite $150. Altogether 
the room had a ied and luxurious 
aspect, 
efound Séng Trotai an exceedingly 
interesting and entertaining man of about 
irty-five years of age; he was dressed 



























plainly and received us as one who was 
customed to foreigners. He very soon 
displayed a photo of himself and two 
sons, Who are students in Japan, dressed 


in European dress, of which he seemed to 
to be very proud.’ We had refreshments 
in foreign fashion, with a punkah brought 
from Hongkong waving over our hexds. 
During this time we ery nice chat 
with our host and two of his assistants. 

Our inspection of the buildings was in- 
terentog. | Fint there, more the teacher! 
rooms ight, airy, and comfortable rooms 
they are too, and in comparison the stu- 
dente’ rooms are poor, for one room, not 
vary Insgo ha to accommodate four stud- 
enta, These latter rooms are built in long 
rows, with a small strip of courtyard so- 
parating them, in which are planted bana- 
nas, which, however, never produce fruit 
in Kueilin,’ it being too cold. 

On a level with tho clock in the tower, 
which clock by the way is two clocks with 
fairly Inrge faces, a two-faced clock being 
unattainable, there has been constructed 

about twenty feet. 
. ‘commands the en- 
from it ® splendid view is ob- 
tainod of the river and the Peak, and other 
mountains in the distance. From this 
tower proudly floats the dragon flag, which 
by the metamorphosis now takiug place in 
China, is gradually rallying round it the 
patriotism of the * Young China” party. 

The next building which attracted 
attention was the lofty auditorium 
which contains desk accommodation 
for 200 students, and a good rostrum 
for the lecturers, and behind that a 
gallery which is to be placed at the dis- 
posal of any visitors who care to attend the 
lectures given. ‘The seats in this gallery 
are covered with cushions like those of a 
tailvay carriage. Underneath the gallery 
isthe laboratory forthe chemistry students. 

Our next visit wasto the fine dining hall, 
which is arranged for two hundred men, 
elghtat atable, in correct “hinese fashion 
The building ‘which surprised us most, 
however, was a long low erection, divided 





















off into small com;artments. These are 
the bath rooms of the College, no less than 
forty in number. These rooms are built 
upon a platform, andthe water runs out 
of the bath into drain underneath, which 
carties‘it to:the river I suppose. 

‘Then there was the drill ground in which 
the students have to exercise every day, 
‘and beyond there a garden is to he laid out, 
for the benefit of the students in botany. 
At the end of the drill-ground swings are 
to be erected for tie juveniles of whom 
about forty are in the college. As we were 
‘completing our round we passed a house 
which was still in the carpenters’ hands ; 
this we were told was to be the sick ward 
of the school. , 

Time fails to tell of the students 
Common Room, the class rooms, and 
the gymnasium.’ Sufllce it to say, that 
though there are many things that are 
still crude in the place, yet as we lovked 
round that fine pile of buildings, with such 
potentialities for the future, one conld not 
help marvelling and wondering somewhat, 
“ whereunto this thing would grow.” 

A word abvut the students. They are 
composed of about 160 young men, and 
forty boys, the latter ranging from twelve 
to sixteen years of age. All have to agree 
to stay for four yexrs. They «re allowed 
their rlee and two -uits of clothes « yea 
The clothing is a kind of uniform, aud is 
in ‘foreign style. “At present they are 
wearing whits duck suits, black socks and 
semi-foreign shoes, and foreign-shaped 
straw hats upon the bands of which and on 
the jacket collar is worked the name of the 
College. The men are cho-en by examina- 
tion, but the boysare the nominees of offi- 
cials. ‘The course consists of xome of the 
usual Chinese subjects to which are added 
arithmetic, chemistry, botany, Japanese, 
and English, Iam not sure if this is a 
complete list, but it is all I can call to mind 
at present.’ The masters hal from 
Canton and Fakien, and it remains to 
be seen whether they are competent or 
not. In regard to some ‘ I hae ma doots” 

After a very pleasant time spent in the 
school we said goodbye to our ge 
host, and we left. very mnch impressed 
with the fact that China is moving, even 
in this province of much affliction and ill 
repute.

FROM THE PAPERS OF MR. JOHN 
WESTWOOD.

IV. 5. 

For more than a year I had little to do 
save study the daily life of the natives of 
Lukenor. The island in this part grows the 
finest breadfruit in the world, andon Luke- 
nor alone I found fourteen different vatie- 
ties, ‘The natives understand exactly how 
to bring them to the highest point of 
cultivation, and as nestly as I can describe 
it the method is as follows, When any of 
the great overarching branches has reached 
the age of six months, if it is sufficiently 
fine-looking, it is handed over to certain 
‘men who are told off as specially skilled in 
dealing with the trees. These split the 
bark round the branch in strips of an inch 
and s-half wide and a foot or so in length, 
and cut it completely off at the bottom. 
Then is gathered moss and fern with the 
damp soft carth still clinging, aud this is 
placed carefully around and under the 
bark, which is then frapped back in posi- 
tion. For two months after this the 
branch is carefully watered and at the end 














of that period young tender roo%s will 


Ahole is dug in 
th» ground at some convenient spot, and 
one evening the branch is cut through, a 
foot below the roots, and then carried at 
top speed, but very carefully so that it 
shall not be twisted, to the hole. There it 


begin to show through. 





is planted and secured in position by three 
or four props. ‘The frapping is no' taken 
off but allowed to rot into the ground, and 
by this mode enormous trees are reared, 
besring many thousands of fruit each. 

To zather the fruit the natives climb 
up among the branches, and it was 
wile doing this that my. own. boy 
assistant, good climber though he 
was, met with a fall and broke his leg. 
For a fortnight afterwards no-one would 
touch the rope or stick he had been using, 
nor could I get any more fruit off the tree’ 
‘The time appointed being past, the native, 
came to the plantations with more sti 
and began stealtily to heat all over 1 

On reaching the offending tree, 
me shouted at it while others struck at 
it with their sticks. After bei it 
soundly they pulled it down with rops, 
and, still heating it, hauled it off to the 
water. ‘The iden wax that a devil was 
about, and h+ had to be thrashed off the 
island. My poor boy was never of any 
use again ; and he had been my favourite 

The bountiful supply of breadfcuit would 
mostly be wasted but for the knowledge 
the natives have of « means of preserviny, 
itin the yround for winter use. ‘The fruit 
is all gathered in before the bad weather 
comes, but somtimes the tempest will 



























break ‘suddenly ats icht and then there is 
f& great ado, In the darkness and the 
storm the women will all be out, -cream- 
ing, rusting hi he and thither among the 
crackling and tumbling branches, rapidly 
gathering up any fruit they ow yet, whe- 
ther from their own or their neighbours’ 
trees. The chief consideration is to yet a 
number of their ‘ maa ” holes filled, »nd if 
they can do that they are quite happy. 
When making the “maa” the w men aud 
children sit round the holes on cushions of 
leaves, laughing, chatting, singing, or 
smoking cigarettes made out of the brea’ 
tree leaves. In one hand they hold a 
sharp sea-shell and with this they quick- 
ly rasp the green skin off the ‘fruit, 
which they cut and wash. The hole is 
first lined nicely with leaves, and the 
frit is then put in, covered with 
more leaves and earth, «nd weighted with 
stones. ‘The process is repented after a 
month, the main idea being to keep out 
the damp. ‘Thus preserved the fruic will 
Keep for a full year or more, and affords 
xood subst ntial food for ordinary «veryday 
ture, but especially valuable for taking on 
lomg canoe voyaues. ‘The islanders «re 
assuredly much favoured by Nature ; their 
food literally falls about their ears, they 
enjoy clear atmosphere and a healthy 
climate, and suffer only from petty si 
Their days are spent in great part 
tive games, some of which are 
not unlike those played by the boys and 
girls of more civilised countries ; and under 
the full moon there are ramblings through 
the bush and among the bramlies. with 
sometimes ‘a sly kis and never tell,” 
Thave known it done in other parts of this 
world of ours. 

To me personally the only event of 
importance during the year was the birth 
in September of @ son, named after my 
father, Joseph. 

The’ ensuing Christmas the Mission 
schooner was la'e in arrival, and when I 
went to call on Mr. Logan I found him in 
some anxiety on that account. For one 
thing he was running short of provisions, 
On that point I was able to assure him 
that so long as I should have any stores at 
all, he would always be welcome to share 
them. But he had fallen away in flesh 
considerably and was reduced to the 
necessity of making a trip home for his 
health.” I went with him to the church, 
































which was crowded at the service. To 
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stop inside was almost impossible owing to 
the smell of the paint with which the na 
tives cover them#elves and which is one of 
the most disagreable things a white man 
has to put up with ou the islands, ‘To the 
last 1 always wanted to keep on the 
weather side of them, and I can quite un- 
derstand the breaking down of the mis- 
sionary who was constantly in and out 
among them. His schooner arrived event- 
ually’ in February, 1881, and he went 
away, lewing us sorry enough to lose him. 

By the schooner T sent a message to the 
Mission people in Ponape, askin: them to 
ake my dauzhter and educate her there. 
Twished arrangements mide so that she 
could leave by the noxt vessel that called. 
News of my intentions unfortunately 





reached the natives who did not want my | 


daughter to go. It happened that in 


March a putty in three or four canoes was! 


to leave for an expedition to the island of 
Ruk. The king and Lilly’s father, with 
several others, made it up, and before 
leaving they left word with some of those 
on shore that sooner than my daughter 
should b+ allowed to be sent, away in their 
absence they were to kill me. I heard of 
the conspiracy through some of my friends 
and was on my guard, for [ was determin- 
ed if it were by any means possible to 
school th» girl should go. 

‘The next vessel to arrive brought me, 
howe a {disxppointment. Tt was the 
brizantine Shanghai, of Shanghai. com- 
inanded hy her owner, Captain Williams, 
who held property and did business in 
Guam of the Ladrone Tslands. He called in 
at Lukenor with a letter from the Mission 
renple at Ponapy, who stated that my 
duuyiier was not yet old enough for the 
school, It wss a sad blow to m= and from 
That lotter T date the many misfor:unes 
that afterwards befell my daughter, T 
nyide another application ‘when she was 
three years old and again met with a 
refusal, 

Captain Williams was vound for Guam 
from Samoa. At night he and his ship's 
company came to thy house to picnic. 
‘The Captain was himself a good violinist, 
the mate an accordion player ; they had 
brought brandy and beer from the ship, 
and the rest of the supmr I provided 
They sll seemed surprised and delighted 
with my place and declared it to be the 
smartest and prettiest station in the 
Pacific. 1 thanked them for the com- 
pliment and then glasses were quickly filled 
and we settled down to a glorions time, 
‘There must have been over a slozen visitors 
in all, among them two who were going 
to trade for the German firm on Pulowot 
and Umin, One of them, a tall Irishmen, 
mady a great fuss sf my baby daughter ; 
the other was a Portuguese, by name 
Fimanuel. I shall have more to say of 
them both in the, following pages. We 
kept up the revelry, with music and the 
magic lantern, till long after midnight 
Nex morning with my family I returned 
the call on the vessel and we still found 
lenty to talk of, for Captain Williams 
Fike myself, was’ a Londoner by birth. 
When the time came that they must up 
anchor and away we exchanged presents 
with our farewells, aud very sadly w+ 
saw her sails disappearing down the 
lagoon.

Tho beginning of the twentieth century 
as witnessing the dawn of a new era in 
the world's history. Hitherto Europe 
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at once the self-appointed feudal lord, 
judge, and arbitrator for the nations of 
the older continent. Now a small but 
compact Asiatic Power, clean, sound, and 
strong in overy nerve, sinew, and fibre, 
has struck a blow in self-defence, and 
struck it successfully. We may well ask, 
“Ts it a turn of tide?” Is ita sweep of 
that inexorable, unalterable law of Nature 
laccording to which it has been decreed 
‘from time immemorial that one order of 
| things must pass away and give place to 
| another ? 

Such a conclusion could certainly bt 
‘drawn from a fatalistic point of view. 
| From a practical point of view it would 
| simply be inferred that Japan had learned 
her lesson ; she had seen the fate of the 
‘other countries of Asia saw the 
great northern power advancing with the 
|suro and heavy stride of an elephant ; 
she felt her own life in jeopardy, and 
the genius of patriotism that isin 
people took the defensive spontaneously. 

A series of brilliant victories on the 
one side, and a series of unqualified 
defeats on the other, must have awakened 
in her opponent, however loth she may 
be to acknowledge it, as full a measure of 
astonishment as was that of the contempt 
with which Great Russin regarded Little 
Japan previons to the outbreak of 
hostilitie: 

In the opinion of Russian statesmen, 
Great Russia could afford to treat Little 
Japan cavalierly. A small island Empire 
of slender resources, with a poor Treasury, 
and worst of all, inl 
Asiatic pigmies : wh: 
statesmen, whose policy was a system of 
territorial expansion, make of her a 
shuttle-cock for the Russian bat? How 
could she dare to set herself up sgainst 
Great Russia with her vast territory, 
hor triple population, her big, bursting 
treasure bags, and, abovo all, her superi- 
ority of race! If little Tom Thumb chose to 
make reiterated demands of redress from 
the Giant, the Giant might just make a 
pretence of hea whilst inwardly 
chuckling in anticipstion of the day when 
little Thumb would be swallowed up in a 
mouthful. 

Thore is an illusion in reality, and a 
reality in illusion. The mere fact of being 
an Asiatic people has directed a vast 
amonnt of contempt towards Japan. The 
world, or at least the white portion of it, 
has gone on, forgetful of the fact that, 
with a few exceptions, the world’s teach- 
ers have been Asiatics. In the words of 
John Stuart Mill: “The man who left on 
the memory of those who witnessed his 
life and conversation such an impression 
of his moral grandeur that eighteen sub- 
sequent centuries” (nineteen centuries 
now) “hnve done homage to him as the 
Almighty in person.” That man, bo it 
remembered, was an Asiatic. 

The story has been related of the late 
Lord Beaconsfield that once, on being 
twitted about his nationality, he replied : 
“Tam very proud of being a Jew, since 
the half of Europe worships a Jew, and 
the other half a Jewess.” His saying 
might well be rendered,—Half of Europe 
worships an Asiatic, and the other half an 
Asiatic woman. It is illustrative of the 
inconsistency of human nature that ortho- 
dox Russia with herikons and images and 
her superior holiness needs to be remind- 
ed of this fact. 

It was but a few years ago at the r 
ing of the siege of Peking that Asiatic 
soldiers accomplished the most and won 
the reputation of being the most humane.

nferior organisation, corruption like 
a gangrene in all departments of tho 
State: seething internal troubles ; rebel- 
lious subject races, religious intolerance, 
ignorance, bigotry, superstition. On the 
ide of Japan 2 small territory, a popula- 
tion one-third that "of her enemy, fewer 
resources, a poor Treasury, and, to 
counter-balance all, a marvellous al 
of corruption in all departments of the 
State, no Grand-Dukes or Lieutenant 
Grand-Dukes, no internal divisions, 
internal troubles—absolutely none : 
superior topographical knowledge of the 
country they are fighting in, vastly 
superior organisation, an army and a 
navy wherein every man is ready to fling 
life away in the sorvice of his country, 
and the whole nation with its ruler at its 
head, like one great unit, throbbing, 
thrilling, and quivering with patriotism. 
Japan may be likened to the bundle of 
faggots in the fable, firmly tied together ; 
one faggot of larger dimensions in the 
contre, the sovereign round whom the 
whole nation clusters, and all, ruler and 
poople, tied together by adamantine bands 
































of patriotism, 

A unique country and a unique people— 
the stranger after long years of residence 
can still say it. A unique people, who 
might well claim a foremost place in the 
rank of civilised nations, if kindlines: 
orderliness, gentle manners, and the fine 
courtesy that pervades all classes 
constitute civilisation. A unique people, 
whose babes even know that the first 
duty of their existence is to love their 
country, and even whose tramps and 
vagabonds are not without a throb of 
patriotism. 

“Love is strong as Death,” wrote the 
great Hebrew sage. The Japanese 
fighting with the strength of Love are 
winning their battles; and the words of a 
higher Wisdom have decreed that : “ It is 
the Spirit which quickeneth ; the flesh 
profiteth nothing.”

The reply 
received was that the British Minister 
had warned the Bureau of Foreign Affairs 
at Poking that these regulations and re. 
strictions on trade at Changsha were, in 
the absence of the assent of the Powers, 
not binding on British merchants. The 
lotter farther assured Mr. Bennertz that 
he was fully at liberty to open business 
premises and display his hong-board in 
the city of Changsha. Mr. Jamieson 
said he was writing to the Taotai to this

In connection with this question Mr. 
Bennertz is also testing another point of 
importance to foreigners. This is the 
right of foreign employees of Chinese 
firms to reside in non-treaty ports, or 
of foreigners to visit their Chinese agents 
at non-treaty ports. In August he visited 
the non-treaty port of Changteh there to 
establish a foreign agency for a Chineso 
firm. At first he was given an escort 
of four soldiers and well treated by 
tho authorities, but in a little time 
the soldiers were withdrawn and ho 
himself was called upon to leave, ‘This 
matter is also tho subject of correspond- 
ance and inquiry and it is one the out- 
come of which will have far-reaching 
offects on foreign trade in China,

Sim Mancts SAMURE ox JAPANESE 


AnMUNISTRATION. 


At the annual meeting of the “Sholl” 
‘Transport and Trading” Company, Lad. 
held in London on the 21st September, 
Sir Marcus Samuel, the chairman, « 
livorod a most interesting addross on t 
conditions of the oi! trade in th 
He explained the Company's position as 
regards its condition with the Dutch 
concerns. After referring to the attitude 
f the Indian Government, he said the 
Government of Burma ‘had treated 
them ina manner which he did rot hesi- 
tate to doscribe as scandalous. ‘They had 
been refused prospecting licences, and pro- 
spectors who had obtained licences wero 
threatened with their cancellation if they 
sold them to the Company. Thoy wore 
accused of not being a bond-fide British 
company, yet nine-tenths of the sharo- 
sholders were entirely British. He also 
denied that they were allied with the 
Standard Oil Company. Proceeding he 
said :—" You will probably expect mo to 
tell you how the war now prevailing 
between Japan and Russia affects us, f 
am thoroughly convinced that, had Russia 
not been most justly tackled by Japan, 
Manchuria would have -been lost to 
European trade, and particularly to our 
company ; because all kerosene but Rus- 
sian would would cortaialy have beon 
excluded by prohihitive tariffs, Man- 
churia, however, is a natural market for 
our Borneo and Sumatra oils which 
can be laid down owing to the geogra- 
phical position at much lower” prices 
thin is possible for either Russian or 
American oil. Besides this, I am con- 
vinced that, with the progressive and able 
administration of the Japanese, trade 
both in Corea and Manchuria will 
advance far more rapidly than it would 
have done under the reactionary policy 
of the Russian Government. I have 
had practical proof of how able the 
Japanese are in their civil administra- 
tion, by seeing what giant strides Formosa 
has made since it has been under their 
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guidance. I ventured to predict that we 
were becoming more and more independ- 
ent of Russian oil owing to our largely 
increased production of Eastern oil. The 
fact is that if Russia would remove 
the terrible excise duty which she has 
placed upon oil for consumption in 
her own territories, for political reasons, 
to keep her unhappy people in the 
ignorance caused by dear light, there 
would be very little Russian oil avail- 
able for export. The home consump- 
tion, under such conditions, would 
almost require the production of Russia 
to supply it. I cannot help thinking 
that when better government prevails, 
this must be one of the first questions 
considered, and it would affect our trade 
very materially, because the value of 
other oils would increase were it not 
that Russian oil is exported so largely be- 
cause of this artifical barrier to its home 
consumption, One sales of liquid fuel 
continue to keep pace with our produe- 
tion, aud here again it is not a little 
remarkable that Russia, with the largest 
supplies in the world, should still bo 
burning coal in her own navy. The 
whole of her difficulties in getting the 
Baltic Fleet out would have been easily 
overcome had the fleat boon capable of 
steaming on liquid fuel.” It was satis- 
factory to note that our own Admiralty 
making successful experiments with

The terms of the contract wore thi 
he should serve for 2} years and he 
was still willing to carry it out, but would 
not be sworn »t He left defendants’ 
employ about 14 dys ago. He was to be 
paid Rs. 60.8 month for the first fifteen 
month, and Rs. 70 aftorwrds. He was 
now staying at a hotel, but sometimes 
went to a Sindh family. He was not 
willing to re-enter defendants’ employ, 
but wished to go back to his own coun- 
try.

U.S. Prorre v. J. G. Munz. 


Judgment. 

On the 14th day of October Sze Tsong- 
tsong mado oath that on the 13th day 
of October, 1904, Joseph G. Munz did 
unlawfully cause the death of a Chinese, 
‘one Yu Ching-poh, by striking or kicking 
hina, ‘The case was bronght to trial on 
the 19th October, 1904, CharlesSturmann 
and J. 8. Dooly acting as Associate:

The Court finds itself therefore only 
able to find that the acoused did strike 
the deceased several blows with his fst 
and foot; that the deceased did fall 
immediately thereupon and in conse- 
quence thereof, and that tho deceased 
died on account of his spleen having 
been ruptured by the said blows given 
by the said defendant Josoph G. Munz. 

Section 5341 of the Revised Statutes 
defines the crime of manslaughter within 
places under Federal jurisdiction as 
“Unlewfully aud wilfully, but without 
malice, striking, stabbing, wounding, or 
shooting at, or otherwise injuring an- 
other, of which striking, 
wounding, shooting, or other injury such 
person dies.” 

‘There appear to the Court certain 
facts to be considered in this ease. Tho 
crew of this rice bont were disobeying 
the lawful co: of Mung in his 
character of cous.able of tae River Police 
in that they did not moce voir boat 
from the navigable channel when ordered. 
Nevertheless, the constablo had no right 
to strike any man except in self-defence. 
This is emphasised in the Regulations of 
the River Police Force. ‘The Court does 
not believe that Munz had any idea of 
even injuring seriously the deceased.

He lost 
about Tis, 60,000 in a banking business 
his father loft him. He had been in 
the opium business since the beginning 
of this year, and while the turnover was 
something like $10,000 no profits had 
yet been realised. He expected to 
clear about $2,000 during the year. He 
did not redeem the diamond rings be- 
cause they were pledged for such a large 
sum and he was not pressed for payment. 
He did not know about the entries in the 
books, they were accused’s business. 
Witness lost the money, etc. in March, 
but did not complain to the police before 
because he hoped to settle the matter. 
Frequent applications were sent to him 
to redeem the jewellery and he was even 
accosted in the street and asked to do so. 
There was then trouble with his family, 
80 he reported the matter to the police. 
The matter came to the notice of his 
mother and he really reported it becauso 
he was afraid of offending her. He 
could not admit that he had gambled in 
@ straightforward way as he did not 
understand gambling. At first he was not 
aware that there was anything crooked 
in it: he found that out afterwards 
when he found sovereigns in Sung’s 
ession. He saw both gold and 
jowollery in Sung’s 3 












but did not play himself; he was only a 
partner and he did not ‘understand the 
intricacies of the game. 

By Mr. Ellis—Whon witness first 
wont to the club it was apparently only 
social club. Afterwards they gambled 
every time he went. He did not 
know anything xbout the institution 
of the club. He lost while gam- 
bling: one gold bracelet; two dia- 
mond rings; one string of sandalwood 

earls, and 33 gold sovereigns, and about 
32,000 i He valued the jewellery 








pointed out discrepancies in 
tatements of his losses. 

Witness said the bracelet and diamond 
rings wore worth a little over Tis. 300 
and the string of pearls was worth $350. 
He could not remember the exact value 
of his losses ; when he went to the police 
he gave them an account. 

Mr. McEuon said that he could pro- 
duce this recount. 

Mr. Ellis called for it, 

Tt 1s produced and amounted to 
about $3,000. 

Mr. McEuen wanted to call his inter- 
pretor to say what complainant had said 
to him. 

Mr. Ellis objected very strongly to 
hearsay evidence. 

The Court decided to hear the inter- 
preter. 

The interpreter said he was in the 
Club promises and noted as Mr. McEuen’s 
interpreter on the 17th inst. One of 
accused admitted that gambling had been 
going on. He saw twelve or fifteen 
persons playing at three tables. 

The old charge street was produced, 
showing that one of the accused had 
been sent to the native authorities to be 
dealt with. 

Mr. Ellis addressed the Court on behalf 
of the two accused. The police, he had 
no doubt, when they brought the charges 
thought they could prove them. They 
obtained certain information which they 
‘thought themselves smart in producing. 
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He did not deny that they gambled ; 
he gambled, his clients gambled, and the 
prosecutors gambled. Most ' persons 
belonged to social clubs in which gambl- 
ing took place. The Court had to 
decide whether these two men were 
gambling together on the 18th inst. and 
also whether on thxt date they were 
conducting a gambling establishment. 
He did not deny for a moment that 
accused gambled in this club, among 
themselves. With regard to the police's 
evidence he would ask the Court to 
consider that of Inspector McDowell. 
Mr. McDowell was evidently burt when 
he thought counsel was suggesting that 
he was not telling the truth. He had 
stated that he went to the club with 
Mr. McEuen on the 17th inst., and found 
Liu in a small accountants room, not 
gambling. The police evidence was that 
on that night Liu was not gambling. 
The witness said he found Sung sitting 
nt a table gambling with some other 
Chinese and admitted that it was 
more correct to say he was playing 
dominoes. Witness therefore said accused 
were not gambling at all, Complainant 
said that when he accompanied the police. 
he found accused playing. Counsel 
thought the police would show accused 
had gambled through the books they 
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seized so anxiously. He submitted that 
the books did not show that in that 

jicular ight accused lost any money 
at all. He hnd expected the police to 
bring evidence to show the gambling was 
of a public character. Inspector Me- 
Dowell said the the Club was established 
in 1901 and that it was open to the police 
and that no complaints had been received 
about the Club. The police seemed to in- 
sinuate that the Club was open to deceive 
innocent men and the public. Even if 
what complainant said was true, that did 
not justify the police in saying the place: 
was open to public gambling. With 
regard to Tsu, counsel did not like to 
call people liars but he would like th 
the Court to consider the statement that 
at the age of 27 he knew nothing about 
gambling or houses of ill fame. He 
might be good young man, but his 
evidence must be taken with caution 
when he said he knew nothing about 
gambling. It was sti too that he: 
complained to the police nearly eight 
months after the events. The gambling 
might not seem straightforward, but 
Tsu knew he might win or lose. Eight 
months later he complained to the police 
through fear of his mother. The magis. 
trate would find on looking through the 
books that sums had been paid and 
received by certain persons through the. 
clerk. There was no evidence of gam- 
bling in these books and none whatever 
against accused. In support of their case 
the police had tried to show that one of 
the accused was @ notorious gambler, and 
had raked up a book thirteen years ol 
One of the police said the man had rec 
fifteen months imprisonment. Their books. 
showed'it was lie. Apparently the charge 
of gambling was preferred against one of 
the accused, and admitted it. He was 
merely sent to the Chinese authorities and 
there was no conviction. The only founda- 
tion for the statement was that as the 
case was hung up, acoused was in custody. 
for fifteen months. 

The Assessor said that Inspector 
McDowell had stated that on arresting one 
of the accused the Is:tor stated he had 
been imprisoned for fiftcen months. 

Mr. McEuen objected to Mr. Ellis 
calling Inspector McDowell a tiar and 
asked the Court to have the expression 





























withdrawn. 
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Mr. Ellis agreed to withdraw if the 
Court's record showed that accused had 
said this to Inspector McDowell. 

The Assessor said thejstatement made 
by Mr. Ellis should be withdrawn. 

Mr, Ellis then dealt ‘with the charge of 
conducting a gambling establishment. 
The police only produced books in sup- 
port of this charge. No item was picked 
out in support. ‘The police had a list of 
the members of the club Swho would be 
found to be respectable. Chinese. He 
did not even deny that Tsu might have 
been to the club and lost money there. 
‘That was not anything; the police said 
that on this particular night accused 
wore gambling and conducting a gambling 
establishment. He asked tho Court if it 
was necessary to bring any evidence to 
refute the charge of gambling on this 
particular night and whether they: were 
conducting a gambling establishment. 

Sung Tso-kyung, one of the accused.— 
On the 17th instant when Inspector 
MeDowell came to the club he was only 
playing with Liu. 

By Mr. McEuen—His other name was 
Sung Mow-chang. He was locked up 
once at the Mixed Court for seven 
months and as the prosecutor did not 
appoar he was sont to the native city, 
where after two hearings he was acquitted. 
Ho was in custody for nearly two years, 

Liu An-san, the other accused, said he 
was.a member of the club in question, 
On the 17th inst. he was jthoro and re- 
membered being questioned by two 
foreigners and two Chinese. He was in 
the accountant’s room then and was not 
gambling or playing at anything. On this 
particular night he was not gambling at all 

By Mr. McEuen—He could explain 
the books. They were the club books, 
domino accounts. They only played 
dominoes. ‘The books were membors’ 
accounts, when they received and paid 
monoy for business in shares. Book No. 
2 was the commission on dominoes and 
ards. Thero were « few thousand dollars 
in it. Witness had a share in the club 
and looked after the accounts. Sung Tze- 
yung was member and accountant. 
Witness knew Sung had gone away to 
Hankow, but ho was coming back soon. 

‘Tho Assessor announced that judgment 
would be given on Thursday next at 
11.30 a.m,

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MR. STEWART 
LOCKHART'S REPORT 
ON WEIHAIWEL. 


Il. 
4th November, 

Dr, Hicxry’s “ Medical Report on 
the Island of Liu Kung” begins 
with the following eulogy: “The 
island of Liu Kung is extremely 
healthy. The climate is undoubtedly 
afine one. Cool in summer, sunny, 
and bracing in winter, it is salubrious 
all the year round. . . ‘The dryness 
of the atmosphere prevents the 
lassitude which is so much felt by 
southern residents in summer. There 
is no mud,-and very ‘little dust 
during any part of the year.” Dr. 
Hickin then describes the sanitary 
precautions taken, the quarantining 
of HeM.S. Ocean in consequence of 
a false alarm of plague cases on 
board, the excellent condition of the 
gaol on the island, the value of the 
sulphur baths to sufferers from 
rheumatism, boils, cutaneous affeo~ 
tions, gout, digestive derangements, 
etc. and the Government dispensary 
and hospital for Chinese, which is in 
charge of a native doctor thoroughly 
trained in Eutopean methods, under 
Government supervision. “The most 
striking facte,” we are told, “with 
regard to the diseases seen, are their 
extremely trivial character, and the 
absence of malaria, phthisis, cancer, 
and the epidemic diseases.” This 
is followed by the statistics, from 
June to December, and it is noted 
that there were three European 
deaths, one from heart disease, and 
two by drowning. 

We need not dwell on Mr. S, T. 
Dunn's very interesting and valuable 
report on the agricultural and affores- 
tation possibilities of Weihaiwei, but 
«come at once to Mr. Ernest E. Clark’s 
"Trade Report for 1903. He begins 
\by saying: “The principal features 
-of interest during the year under 
teview are :—The increased number 
of steamers that passed through the 


port (66 per cent more than in the| 24 


‘previous year); the increase in ex- 
ports of native produce ; the increased 
amport of kerosene oil ‘and Japanese 
seotton yarn; ‘and the establishment 
-of a inail contract, which, besides 
ensuring the receipt and dispatch of 
mails with some d-gree of regularity, 
thas made the port much more ‘get- 
at-able’ than hitherto, and conduces 
‘to extend the export trade, as native 
‘dealers are now able to make re- 
gular shipments.” These remarks 
‘are the commercial complement to 
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Mr. Stewart Lockhart’s appreciation 
of this contract from the p»int of 
view of the writer and receiver of 
letters. 

Mr. Clark then gives a brief ac- 
count of the disagreement with the 
Customs as to the status of the port. 
The Commissioner contended that 
Weihaiwei -is a foreign port; the 
Customs at Shanghai wanted to re- 
gard it as a treaty port, and “for 
some time they refused to grant 
drawbacks on foreign goods re-ex- 
ported from Shanghai to Weihaiwei, 
and collected or tried to collect duty 
on goods in transit, i.e., transhipment 
cargo from Hongkong vi& Shanghai 
to Weibaiwei. Later they agreed to 
grant drawbacks on re-exports, under 
guarantee from the importer at Wei- 
haiwei that the goods were for con- 
sumption in the British leased 
tertitory.” To this position the 








British merchants at Weihaiwei |; 


strongly objected, and in Deoember 
last the Commissioner succeeded in 
obtaining from Peking the following

“There seems to be 
ittle doubt,” says Mr. Clark,” that 
the fact of Weihaiwei being a ‘free 
ofduty’ port, is the one chance it 
has of ever becoming a trading centre 
of any consequence.”

Tho reeling of brown 
silk is also carried on toa small oxtent, 
and offorts are being made to.develop 
this industry. A considerable business 
might be done in the growing of fruit for 
export, the climate, &c., being particular-
